Iu  the  last  tea  yean  farmers  have 
paid  $24  a  month  and  board  for  experi¬ 
enced  and  $18  a  month  for  ,f  green

The  writer  calls  upon  far¬ 
mers  to  say  whether  he  has  not  under¬ 
rated  rather  than  overrated  the  demand 
for  this  labor,  and  if  there  is  not  really 
a  larger  demand. 


.4  Bnnk  Failure. 

The  New  York  Herald  takes  a  rather 
gloomy  view  of  the  effect  of  the  failure 
of  the  Bank  of  the  State  of  New  York. 
The  editor  says  : 

The  failnre  justifies  distrust  and  anx¬ 
iety  respecting  the  condition  of  the  na¬ 
tional  banka.  Who  oau  know  how  many 
of  them  are  as  dose  upon  the  verge  of 
bankruptcy  as'  the  institution  which 
went  down  ?  A  few  days  ago  the  people 
had  no  more  reason  for  distrusting  tbe 
national  Bank  of  the  Stale  of  New  York 
than  for  » uspeoting  the  solvency  of  the 
great  multitude  of  kindred  institutions. 
Nobody  knows  how  many  of  them  are 
in  an  equally  fragile  condition.  Noth¬ 
ing  can  be  more  utterly  delusive  than 
the  reports  they  publish  from  time  to 
time  for  the  supposed  information 
the  public.  The  comptroller  of  the  cur¬ 
rency  may  have  some  knowledge 
their  condition,  but  the  community 
constantly  deceived.  Readers  of  the 
last  weekly  statement  of  the  banka 
this  city  would  have  supposed  that  the 
particular  bank  now  under  discussion 
was  one  of  the  safest  and  most  solvent 
of  our  moneyed  institutions,  and  the 
fact  that  its  stock  has  recently  been 
selling  at  six  per  cent,  above  par  proves 
how  grossly  the  pnblio  has  been  im¬ 
posed  upon  and  how  egregioualy  mis¬ 
leading  are  the  weekly  bank  statements. 
A',  cording  to  the  last  weekly  statement 
this  insolvent  bank  was  in  a  most  excel¬ 
lent  condition,  having  a  dear  balance 
nearly  two  million  three  hundred  thou 
sand  dollars  or  dues  over  debts.  What

Mr.  Cannon  (Rep.),  of  Illinois,  to  exempt 
persons  engaged  in  the  postal  servioe  from 
military  duty  and  from  jury  servioe. 

Mr.  Atkins  (Dem.),  of  Tennessee,  reported 
baak  the  Senate  amendments  to  the  pension 
appropriation  bill,  which  were  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Hn  ton  (Drm  ),  of  Virginia,  from  the 
judiciary  committee,  reported  a  resolution 
calling  on  the  attorney-general  for  oopiee  of 
ell  lettero,  telegrams,  and  papers  asking  for 
the  removal  of  Judge  Belrcrd,  of  Colorado. 
Adopted.
